“The petition already has been pre- 
pared in the law ofices of Little, 
Powell, Smith & Goldstein, and Fri- 
day was forwarded to Mr. Wright, 
principal attorney for the plaintiffs, 


for his approval. "

would be in final shape Monday and 
that it would be placed in court that

most part citizens and firms of Rome,

Runyon, discount manager. 

Co-incident with the issuance of 
the warrants, H. R. Wilkin, the new 
executive vice-president of the bank, 
gave out a statement describing in de- 
tail how the defalcations started and 
how fictitious notes were made to 
cover up “stock market scalping. 

He told how individual manipula- 
tions began in a small way as early 
as 1926 and how one man appropriat- 
ed nearly $700,000 of call money 
which he handled apart from the bank.

These notes would be held until the 
stock appreciated in value to be taken 
up by the proceeds of the subsequent 
sale. his procedure was followed 
throughout 1928 and this year, and 
was quite successful. Christensen 
said that by the spring of 1929 he had 
accumulated profits of about $100,000 
without actually having stolen any of 
the bank’s funds.” 

“With the slump tn Wall Street,” 
the statement added, “it was impos- 
sible to scalp the market on account 
of the prices that had been paid for 
the stocks, so the group held on. They 
did not want this to show in the cash 
items because the amount involved 
was so large, so they charged it to

First Church of Madison, Ga., severed

denomination after 25 years of pas- 
te, in an announcement made pub- 
lie here Friday. 

Mr. Branson issued a lengthy state- 

ment in which he charges that the 

Methodist system in times past has 
been the storm center of agitation for 
modification by limitation. Friday, he 
asserted, exe are — a that 
presa rough weather and high seas 
ahead.

The resigning minister states that 
the alleged insurgency throughout the 
church, that which ails her preachers 
and her peonle, is easily answered.

tionalism,.” asserted Mr. Branson. 

The minister's statement of expla- 
nation for his action follows: 

“It may be assumed that a min- 
ister whose record of service in the 
church extending over two decades 
would not wish to change his rela- 
tionship by withdrawal without what 
seemed to him sufficient and satis- 
factory reasons. Some observations 
are made on the situation in gen- 
eral and in particular in order that 
mv friends and others over north 
Georgia may understand my present’ 
course. 

“T am divergent from the Meth- 
odist church as to polity and Biblical 
interpretation. Second, an unusual 
opportunity to enter a more congenial 
field of activity—these in conjunction 
have determined my present course. 
Conditions discussed in this communi- 
eation are known to all who are 
familiar. with the political possibili- 
ties inherent in the polity of the 
Methodist church. The things here af- 
firmed are being discussed in public 
and in private by men high and low 
among the ministers of the church, 
as also among the membership who 
are restive and in revolt against a 
bendage intolerable among freemen.

The 
riot at the penitentiary in October 
cost the lives of 13 men, 8 of them 
guards.

ules was contemplated. They indi- 
cated the interests of speed might 
best be served, however, by going 
straight through the bill in the usual 
mann:r. Discussions of some of the 
industrial schedules are still neces- 
Sary, they warned. 

Intimations came from those who 
participated in~ the republican’ up- 
rising: against the adjournment that 
they had received words of encourage- 
ment from President. Hoover. There 
was: considerable speculation tonight 
whether the president was behind the 
peace overture on the tariff, whereby 
proposed industrial rate increases 
would be abandoned with the promise 
that existing duties would be left un- 


disturbed. 
First Proposal. 


The republican independents pro- 
posed at the outset of the tariff con- 
troversy, through Senator Borah, of 
Idaho, that the tariff bill be con- 
fined to increases in agricultural 
duties alone, but his resolution was 
defeated. 

“There was a time when this propo- 
sition now offered,” commented Sen- 
ator Borah today, “could have worked. 
It is too late now. I think we can 
make time by going ahead. although I 
don’t think there is any considerable 
disposition to tear down any of the 
existing industrial rates.” 

With the senate rapidly ordering 
one increase after another in scores 
of agricultural duties during the day 
without roll-call votes, the prospecis 
for final passage of the bill before 
the regular session in December 
brightened perceptibly. 

The senate was still cogitating. 
however, over the surprise action by 
those of the republican regulars who 
refused without warning yesterday 
to support Senator Jones, of Wash- 
ington, the acting party leader, in 
Voting for a week's recess between the 
special and regular sessions. 

Hardly had the senate leadership 
gotten over this shock before it learned 
of the forwardness of this group in 
proposing peace overtures on the 
tariff. But as word spread _ that 
President Hoover favored the party 
hbolters against adjournment, the agi- 
tation among the _ veteran leaders 
Seemed to lessen. 

Fess in Saddle.

France Opposes 
Open Net Meet 


PARIS, Noy. 15,—(United News.) 
Opposition to the American ‘proposal 
for open tennis championships was 
voiced today by France. 

Albert Canet, president of the 
French Lawn Tennis Federation, in 
a statement issued exclusively through 
the United News, declared that his 
country would vote against the 
American suggestion that amateurs 
be permitted to compete in open 
tournaments with professionals. 


The United States Lawn Tennis 
Association has proposed an amend- 
ment to the regulations of the Inter- 
national Tennis Federation, whereby 
amateurs mo longer would be barred 
from meeting professionals, as at pres- 
ent. provided. the sanction of the gov- 
erning national body was obtained. 
The question will come before the In- 
ternational Federation in March.

Johnny Mack Brown, then “Young 
Johnny,’ made his debut in 1924. Al- 
most single handed “Young Johnny” 
pounded to a 14-0 victory. Johnny rao 
the ends, he slashed off tackle, he 
crashed the guards, he passed, he even 
essayed a few punts. “Young John- 
ny’s’ debut was such as to make any 
young man mightily proud of himself. 
And Tech’s face, Doug Wycoff, had 
little help from his mates. He was 
bottled and none could shake him 
loose. The Tide was on top. 

In 1925 Johnny came back. He 
brought with him one Pooly Hubert. 
And between them, with the aid of 
nine other good men and true, they 
subdued the Tornado again. This time 
the count was 7 to 0. Pooly Hubert’s 
powerful drive, couple with Johnny 
Mack’s slashes, turned the laurels to 
the Capstone. Yet it was Johhny Mack 
who won the battle. He caught a 
punt a midfield, near the sidelines. 
Where many another back would have 
taken it out of bounds—saving per- 
sonal wear and tear—Johnny Mack 
streaked out along those sidelines to 
cross the Tech goal line standing up. 

WU WINSLETT. 

Hoyt Winslett took over the major 
share of the burden in 1926. Hoyt 
did his work with a good right arm, 
flinging passes accurately into out- 
stretched arms. His first great effort 
went for a touchdown. His second 
placed the ball on the 3-yard line. 
A plunge put it over. His third was 
another touchdown play.

Then, in 1928, last year, the year 
of Tech’s supremacy, Stumpy and his 
partner, Warner Mizell, handed the 
Tornado a 33-13 victory. Breaks left 
the count at 13-all when half-time ar- 
riv Fumbles—mental and physical 
—were converted in rapid order. 

A second-half slashing and cutting 
by Tech’s two halfbacks put 20 points 
in the Jacket column while a power- 
ful forward wall repulsed the threats 
of the Tide. Tech won, 33-13.

-Onece each fiseal year this statement 
| must be published along with a bal- 
ance sheet showing separately the a 
gregate cost or market value, which- 
ever is lower, of the securities and a 
comprehensive and detailed statement 
of ee 

“trusts” also must disclose the 
Mois ft of their organization and 
financing and make known any af- 
filiations they might have with other 
concerns. ‘.
